PREMIER LI, IN HIS FIRST PUBLIC APPEARANCE ONDER MARTIAL 
LAW, CAREFULLY CHOSE SYMBOLISM AND RHETORIC REMINISCENT 
OF CHINA'S "THIRD-WORLD- ORIENTATION OF THE 1970S, WHEN 
RELATIONS WITH BOTH SUPERPOWERS WERE COOL. MEETING WITH 
THREE AMBASSADORS REPRESENTING NONCOMMUNIST COUNTRIES IN 
ASIA, AFRICA, ANO LATIN AMERICaI LI AFFIRMED AN INTENTION 
TO PURSUE AN "INDEPENDENT FOREIGN POLICY OF PEACE" AND 
STRENGTHEN "FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION" WITH THIRD-WORLD 
COUNTRIES. HE IMPLICITLY WARNED OTHERS, PRESUMABLY 
INCLUDING BOTH THE UNITED STATES AND THE SOVIET UNION, 
THAT THE MAINTAINING "GOOD" RELATIONS WILL DEPEND ON NON-
